Jucijc Poindexter s Cleburne Friends Make Statements About the Mat'..- 


Judge Poindexter had the right to 
change his views upon tile prohibi­ 
tion question, lie had a legal right to 
rent his house for saloon purposes, 
but when lie became a candidate for 
g overnor anti prohibition became the 
param ount 
issue of the campaign; 
when he vehemently proclaims that 
he was the only genuine prohibition­ 
ist in the race and referred to his life 
work as proof of that fact, it became 
necessary to investigate Ids past re­ 
cord for the purpose of testing his 
sincerity and consistency. 
It had been persistently rumored 
that he had been in the habit of rent­ 
ing his houses for saloon purposes, 
but not until June 25th was the charge 
publicly made that such was the case. 
In an open 
letter In The 
D a l l a s 
News of that date Mr. T. 
F. Thom­ 
son charged that an open saloon had 
been operated in Judge Poindexter's 
property, the Porter hotel building. 
in Cleburne, Texas, from January, 
1901, until April 1904, and cited the 
book and pages of the liquor dealers 
bonds records, where the bonds ot 
three different occupant* of said build 
ing during said time, was recorded, 
giving the substance of the bonds. 
Judge Poindexter, in his spleen the 
next day after this publication, at 
Beaumont! stated that a saloon did 
slip into his building while he was 
absent 
but on his return he put it 
out in ten davs. This speech brought 
forth another letter by Paul King, 
published in The Dallas News June 
27th. 
Paul King wants to know:

which I wilt thank you to publish in 
your paper.

— Before me. the undersigned au­ 
thority, ou this day personally a p ­ 
peared W. K. 
Williamson, 
Lo me 
well known, who, after being by me 
duly sworn, on his oath doth depose 
and say: 
“ I ain a resilient ofCleburne, J o h n ­ 
son county, Texas, 
and have been 
for thirty years, and during a num­ 
ber of years acted as agent for Judge 
William Poindexter, anti 
as such 
agent looked after his property gen­ 
erally. rented it, made the contracts 
myself and collected the rents. 
I had 
Charge of the Porter botel, owned by 
Judge Poindexter, for a number or 
years: this is a hotel consisting of 
twelve rooms upstairs and tin ee store 
rooms on the lower floor, and is sit­ 
uated near the Santa Pe depot. 
My 
attention has been called to an arti­ 
cle in the Dallas News relative to the 
use of one of the rooms of this bote5 
as a saloon. 
'The facts of Die matter 
are as follows: 
I 
I, as agent, leased the Porter hotel 
for a hotel and restaurant, and this 
contract made by me neither provided 
for nor prohibited the use of the 
property for a saloon, because no sa 
loon was in contemplation. 
The les­ 
sees, sometime after taking posses­ 
sion of the property, slipped in a s a ­ 
loon without mr knowledge or co n ­ 
sent and without the knowledge or 
consent of J idge Poindexter. 
Later 
the matter wa? brought to Judge 
Poindexter’s attention, and he came 
to me very much displeased and in­ 
structed me to have tile sa I ooh put 
out. 
I told him I would do se. I told 
lessees that they must put the saloon 
out of the building 
They asked for 
a reasonably time in which t.» get 
another place for the 
s ilobn, and 
promised to get it out as soon as p o s ­ 
sible. 
Without further communica­ 
tion with Judge Poindexter, lie de­ 
pended on me to carry out his wisl es 
and instructions, I delayed from time 
to time on the promises of the lessee* 
not wishing to invoke the law, and 
thus the saloon remained in the build 
ing for the time it did. 
Judge Poin­ 
dexter did net agree or consent, di 
red ly or indirectly, that the proper 
tv could he used for a saloon or that 
the saloon could remain in the build­ 
ing. and it was solely through my in­ 
dulgence that the saloon remained in 
ed on the co"ner of Henderson and I 
building utter Judge Poindextei 
Border streets in the city of Cleburne 
from April 20, 1901, to Jan. 14. 19J2. 
T h a t J. M. Newberry ran a saloon in 
y o u r same building from Jan. 14. 1902 
to Feb. 16, 1904. 
That Harry Parshall ran a saloon 
in your same building from Feb. 16, 
1904, until the local option law went 
into effect in Johnstoncounty in April 
1904. 
Reference 
is 
made in Mr. 
Thom pson’s article to two local op­ 
tion elections being held in^ Johnson 
county while your building' was being 
used for saloon purposes. 
This arti­ 
cle has been the subject of milch dis­ 
cussion here, and I 
have heard it 
charged that you did not make a sin­ 
gle 
speech 
in Johnson 
c o u n ty 
in 
either of the prohibition elections at 
any time while a saloon was being 
run in your building. 
False reports 
are often circulated against a candi­ 
date, and for that reason the prohibi­ 
tionists of Uhs county want a denial 
o r affirmance of these reports over 
your own signature, and I will thank 
you for a direct answer to the follow­ 
ing questions: 
1 Did you permit Coulter & < o. or 
others to run a saloon in your build­ 
ing from April, 1901 to January, 1902, 
o r at any time? 
2 Did you permit J. M. Newberry 
o r others to run a salooon in yotTr 
said building from J a n . 
14. 
1902, to 
Feb. IO, 1904, or at any time? 
3 Did you permit H arry Parshall or 
others to run a saloon in your build­ 
ing from Feb. 
1904, until local 
option went into effect in Johnson 
County, or at any time? 
4 Do you sanction or approve of 
renting b u ild in g s to be used for run­ 
ning a saloon in? 
5 Did you make a speech in favor 
of local option in the local option 
election in Johnson County in 1901? 
If so, state the time and place, 
lf 
you do not remember the exact time, 
the place will be sufficient. 
6 Did you make a speech in favor of 
local option 
in 
the 
local 
option 
election in Johnson County in 1904? 
lf so, -.tate the time and place. 
If 
you do not remember the exact time, 
the place will be sufficient.

These queries by Mr. King were re­ 
spectful, timely and pertinent, aud he 
was entitled to a specific reply. 
It 
occurs to us, in a matter of such vi­ 
tal importance to Judge Poindexter's 
candidacy, if the statements of Mr. 
Thompson were untrue, he should 
have hastened to inform the people of 
the facts. 
But his 
lips became 
sealed 
and he replied only by pas­ 
sionate inuendos, saying that “ sons 
of guns ’ and dogs were barking at 
him, and not until July 'itll was it 
apparently, but not specifically, de­ 
nied when a statement was made by 
W . K. Williamson was published in 
The Dallas News by Judge Poindex­ 
t e r ’s campaign committee. 
Mr. Williamson makes this state­ 
ment:

Our astute and Careful reader will 
observe, 1st, that the name of the les­ 
see is not stated nor is it stated the 
length of t i m e the saloon remained in 
the building. 
2nd, that it is not s a t ­ 
ed what time the saloon was in the 
building nor how long it remained 
therein after such information. 
3d 
that Mr. Williamson (hies not state 
that the saloon ‘‘slipped” into the 
building without 
the 
consent 
or 
knowledge of either himself or Judge 
Poindexter: that 
Judge Poindexter 
did not consent, either directly or in­ 
directly, that the property could be 
used for a saloon, or that the saloon 
could remain in the building. 
‘‘O. most lame and impotent con­ 
clusion . ’ ’ 
If the building was rented for a ho ­ 
tel and restaurant and was converted 
into a saloon, the conversion w as a 
breach of the contract, 
that 
was 
ground sufficient 
for 
a 
recission. 
Does Mr. Williamson contend that 
Judge Poindexter could receive the 
rents of that building for three years 
and four months and not be held to 
have consented to its ti*e for saloon 
purposes? 
Mr. W illiamson informs 
us that he had charge of the Porter 
hotel, owned by Judge Poindexter, 
for a number of years. 
This is a ho­ 
tel, says he, constructed of twelve 
rooms upstairs and three storerooms 
on the lower floor, and is situated 
near the Santa Fe depot. 
Now such 
a building with three small business 
rooms in the lower story and twelve 
furnished rooms upstairs, close in to 
the Santa Fe depot, in a wide open 
city like Cleburne, was an ideal sa- 
loon-restaurant 
combination 
and 
commanded a fancy rental. 
During 
the forty months that it was so opera 
ted Judge Poindexter passed directly 
in front of the saloon every time he 
went to or returned from tho Santa 
Fe depot. 
He pocketed tile rents each 
month for forty months therefor; it 
must appear absurd to any 
right 
thinking man that lie did not consent 
to the use of it as such. 
But Mr. O. 
T. Plummer, one of Judge Poindex­ 
te r ’s campaign managers, makes an 
ex planation in The Dallas News July 
7th that may appear satisfactory to 
him. 
Mr. Plummer writes: 
‘‘As Mr. Williamson has assumed 
all the responsibility in renting the 
property, I wish to make an explana­ 
tion for him. 
Local option was 


adopted in Johnson county Sept. 13, 
1901. 
The election was contested be­ 
fore Judge Poindexter and he sus­ 
tained the election 
Tile ease was a p ­ 
pealed to the court of civil appeals at 
Dallas and that court su>tained the 
election* 
Then the case was carried 
to the supreme court of the state and 
the election was again 
sustained. 
The case was then carried to the sn- 
premie court of.the United States and 
remained in that court until it was 
dismissed some time in the winter of 
1904. 
During all this time Mr. W il­ 
liamson was expecting local option to 
be put into effect in the near future, 
which would have closed t lie saloon. 
Again he rented the Porter hotel to 
the 
parties 
mentioned for 
twelve 
months, with the right of tile parties 
to extend the contract and to sublet 
the hotel without restricting the right 
to sell intoxicating liquors in same. 
This was a valid contract for an in­ 
definite time. 
He could not have ter­ 
minated the contract without the con­ 
sent of tile parties to whom he had 
rented the hotel. 
The parties occupy­ 
ing tile house; under the contract,had 
vested rights which could not have 
been defeated in any court. 
W il­ 
liamson saw 
the mistake 
he had 
made and indulged tile parties, ex­ 
pecting local option to be put in 
operation within a reasonable time, 
which would bring him relief. 
As an 
honorable gentleman 
lie now says 
that he is responsible for the mistake 
he made, arid not .judge Poindexter.” 
Mr. Plummer would have us to un­ 
derstand th. t atter the termination ot 
Coulter & C o ’s lense, January 1902, 
that Mr. Williamson in violation of 
Judge 
Poindexter’s 
instructions 
‘‘.again rented the Porter hotel to the 
parties mentioned for twelve month* 
with the right of the parties to extend 
the control and to sublet the hotel. 
without restricting the right to sell 
intoxicating liquors in the sa m e .’’ 
Surely, surely, Judge Poindexter rn 
his agent had become 
mighty well 
satisfied with the rents by this time. 
Under this lease J. M. Newberry op­ 
erated the saloon-rostaurant for two 
years. 
And again it was leased for 
another year to Harry Parshall who 
operated it until the local option 
election April 21st, IOO!. 
These in­ 
consistencies must appear 'obvious to 
all who have read the statements. 
W hat particular objections 
were 
raised to this saloon that brought on 
tile election. April ll, 1904, is not 
stated, but it is fair to assume that it 
contributed a full measure of object­ 
ionable features.

ERE is a war story fold by a 
survivor of Magruder’s com- j nettled 
mand in northern Virginia: 
“Magruder’s army was not 
much more than 2b,OOO strong. I reckon, 
and it had to do some right sharp work 
to stand off three well fed, well eqiup- 
ped Federal armies,each of them nearly 
twice .as large. 
Well, one day Magru­ 
der was out reconnoitering with his 
staff iii the Shenandoah valley, and he 
stumbled across a likely looking plan­ 
tation. 
“He sent his orderly off on the jump 
to present his compliments to the mis­ 
tress of the mansion and tell ber that 
tie and his officers were powerful hun­ 
gry—would she be kind enough 
to 
give them some dinner? Of course she 
sent back word she'd do her best. 
Along comes a yellow haired young 
soldier right after that, and he tells her 
the same thing. 
It seems he was on 
his way to join his regiment and was 
covered with dust and looking tired to 
dea t h. 
“ ‘My young friend, I’m doing my 
hest to get up a good dinner for Gen­ 
eral Magruder and his staff. Get down 
and come in. and if there is anything 
left after they get through you shall 
have it.’ said this hospitable lady 
“The young chap was hardly out of 
his teens, and it happened that he 
came from one of the finest families in 
Virginia. 
Ile dismounted and went 
into the house. Just naturally lie knew 
how affairs were conducted iii the old 
plantation households, and when Ma­ 
gruder aud his staff arrived he did 
some pretty tall scouting around the 
dining room. 
As soon as dinner was 
announced he marched in at the head 
of the procession and took a seat next 
to Magruder. 
The general looked at 
him pretty savage for a minute and 
said:

During the winter of I SY > Hissed 
who had laid by a little money, began 
buying hogs and shipping them to (Tin- 
cinnati. 
After the first consignment 
U. S. Grant expressed a desire to quit 
the tannery aud join Hissed in the 
bog business. 
'This was agreeable, 
and they did very wed financially that 
winter and the following summer. 
Shortly after going to Galena a son 
was born to Mr. aud Mrs. 
Hissed. 
Grant, at his request, was permitted 
to suggest a name for the boy, aud he 
offered his own. Ulysses Grant Hissed. 
But the mother took a 
hand aud 
changed the name to Edwin Ulysses 
Hissed. 
“Wium Grant left Galena,” said Mr 


Hissed, “he begged me to go witn nim 
Ho was a colonel then. 
“ George, if you will go with me I 
will give you the best place I eau,’ ho 
said. ‘and I will see that we are al­ 
ways together.’ 
"And I would have gone if my wife 
had not been at the point of death 
with consumption. 
When Grant left 
I said that he would make the best 
officer in the army, 
lie had the mak­ 
ing of an officer—the ability to carry 
out his plans. 
Many persons laughed 
when I made Hie remark, along with 
them the colonel’s brother. Orville. 
“He said that he could not see it 
that way; that Ulysses had not suc­ 
ceeded in business and he did riot 
think he would succeed in the army. 
But it was not long before Grant was 
heard from. 
As rime went on the pa­ 
pers began to have more and more to 
a&y abqm the work of Grant.

man wash aud clean it; then I set him 
to digging a pit in the clay soil about 
a yard square. 
In it lie built a fire 
and heaped it way. way up, so that 
after it had burned for an hour and 
been cleaned out that pit was pretty 
near as hot as Tophct. 
Then it wa* 
ready for business. 
We put the head, 
skin and all, on tile bottom, with plen­ 
ty of those sugary yams alongside. 
Over Hie top we put some oak planks 
we borrowed from a neighboring farm 
house ami covered them over with 
earth.
